No  church  ought  to  be 
satisfied  which  is  not  giving  to  send  the  gos- 
pel to  those  who  have  never  heard  of  Christ. 


Southern  Baptists  ought  to  average  more 
than  nine  cetfts  a year  for  Foreign  Missions. 
S >rae  churches  average  two  dollars  a member. 
The  trouble  is  that  so  many  do  not  average 
two  cents.  Will  the  reader  compute  the  av- 
erage in  his  church,  and  see  that  it  is  in- 
creased by  more  giving  and  larger  giving  ?

Paul  says  in  another  p'aee  th  It  he  must  not 
be  a novice,  that  is,  one  who  hss  not  in  every 
respect,  shown  himself  to  be  worthy  in  every 
moral  virtue,  and  in  the  capac  ty  to  1 leach — 
out  who  has  bten  projTti, 

Though  ones  moral  character  should  be 
blameless,  and  his  piety  and  zeal  unquestiona- 
ble,if  he  be  not  L apt  jfo  teach,"  np  presbytery  or 
church  has  a scriptural  right  !to  lay  hands 
upon  him  in  ordination.
